thought the contrary, I should not have been able 
to express my doctrines except at the cost of the 
immediate loss of my chair! They knew it, and 


this knowledge diminished something of my au-_ 


thority and that of the professors who taught by 
my side. Now if we had had a free chair by our 


side, we should have gained a strength against.

In 1867 there were 469 licensed booksellers in Paris; 
there were besides 608 booksellers with mere per- 
missions. We may assume that if the government 
delivers permissions rather than licenses, it is 
because the license cannot be withdrawn without a 
judgment of some court, while a permission may be 
arbitrarily refused and cancelled. In Paris there 
are 649 booksellers; in the provinces there are 
4239, say, for a nation of 38,000,000 of inhabitants, 
5000 booksellers. So far as the production of books 
‘is concerned, 5000 booksellers are enough; 500 
would be sufficient for the whole of France, espe- 
cially as each author may publish his own works. 
Are they enough for the sale? A book is not, like 
bread or meat, an object of necessity, which must 
be consumed. It is not like some objects of luxury 
which have become as it were popular necessaries. 
_A book is a necessary of life for you or me, for every 
man who knows, in the language of Holy Writ, man 
does not live by bread alone, and that if the body 
needs food to form blood and muscles, the mind 
likewise needs food to give it energy and power. 
But this want is felt only by those who have 
already tasted the satisfaction given by books. He 
who dves not know how to read is miserabie, but he 
knows not his wretchedness. He has never read 
anything. The more one reads the more one 
wishes to read. Every library founded, however 
small it may be, carries in it the germ of a still 
larger library. The first book is the great difficulty. 
When the peasant knows how to read, books will 
be in demand. At present books are offered. How

LORD BROUGHAM.

Now 
obscene books are not sold in the respectable book- 
shops. Ask a bookseller for an obscene book, he 
will refuse to let you have it. He could not even 
find a copy in his shop. People who drive this in- 
famous business don’t store their own infamy. 
When books of this sort come from the printer the 
bookseller delivers them at once to the peddlers, 
that is, to men who know how to escape the rigors 
of the severe law you have made against them. The

A Famors Boox.—Miles Coverdale’s translation 
of the Bible, published A. D. 1535, is so searce 
that an English collector of rare books offered 
£100 for a title-page to the copy he possessed, and 
could not obtainit. In the British Museum are 
two copies. The title-page of one of these is only 
half genuine, the missing part being supplied in 
fac-simile. In the Grenville copy, in the same 
great collection, the whole title-page, and some of 
the following leaves, are entirely executed in fac- 
simile; so well done that it would deceive any but 
the most practised eye. Mr. Francis Fry, Bristol, 
has written and published a volume about this old 
translation of the Bible, with remarks on the titles, 
year of publication, the preliminary, the water- 
marks, &c., with fifteen engraved fac-similes. 
Zurich, Frankfort, Cologne, and Paris respectively 
claim to have printed Coverdale’s Bible. Mr. Fry 
does not settle the claim, but has discovered that 
the book has had three distinct title-pages—two 
dated 1535; the third dated 1536. All three are 
dedicated to Henry VIII. The fac-similes, exe- 
cuted in lithography, convey faithful representa- 
tions of the several title-pages, the dedication, the 
large capital letters, the water-marks, &c., and a 
complete page of the text. 

Mr. Winwoop Reapg is about to resume his 
travels in Africa under the auspices of the Royal 
Geographical Society. The Gold Coast is to be the 
scene of his explorations, especially the Assinie 
River, of which but little is known. 

A Frencua translation of the last novel of Tour- 
guenef has just appeared under the title of 
“Fumée,’’ and is very well spoken of. Though a 
Russian story, like his “ Fathers and Sons,” the 
scenes are mostly laid at Baden, and among the 
little colony of his.countrymen residing there.

It was, in fact, as we are informed, partly 
his modesty and uncomplaining reticence that 
caused the seeming injustice of the government 
toward him in making insufficient provision for the 
wants of his declining years. But the scale on 
which support and encouragement are everywhere 
in Germany doled out to men of science and litera- 
ture is shamefully niggardly. It would, we doubt 
not, astonish and horrify our readers to learn what 
pittances are paid there to some of the men whose 
reputations are among the chief glories of their re- 
spective states.

THE autobiography of the late Marquis Massimo 
d’Azeglio, Italian poet and statesman, which he 
wrote, a few years ago, in his retirement on the 
shores of Lago Maggiore, and called his “ Recollec- 
tions,” were published in Italy by Madame Ricci, 
and have been translated into English, with Notes 
and an Introduction, by Count Maffei. This trans- 
lation, in two volumes, has been published by 
Chapman & Hall, London, and is very highly 
spoken of in the “Atheneum.” The great Italian 
was the friend of Pio Nono, in whose early liberal 
policy he rejoiced, but had to succumb, in politics, 
to Cavour, his more practical junior and rival. 

Tue publication of a Parlor Edition of Miss 
Braddon’s novels has been begun in London. Each 
work, with frontispiece, and handsomely bound in 
cloth and lettered, sells for three and sixpence, 





while the library edition is six shillings, and the 
original issue brought a guinea and a half. 

“Oy Tue Wie,” by the late Emperor Maximilian 
of Mexico, of which a translation has been pub- | 
lished in London, was never intended to be read by | 
any but some members of his family, and a few 
private friends. It is simply a collection of memo- 
randa made during his first voyage to Greece, while 
he was yet “in his teens.” How it came to be 
published is unexplained, but it was scarcely fair 
to measure the man, gallant and unfortunate, by 
the rapid production of the youth. 


Tue building of the University of London is 
about being completed by the addition of a new 
wing. It is worth recording that Thomas Camp- 
bell, the most unpractical of poets, first suggested 
this establishment, and that Lord Brougham, the 
most practical of projectors, may be credited with 
having placed it on a stable basis. 

Ear Rosset1, late Prime Minister of England, has 
written a second “Letter on the State of Ireland,” 
which, however, is chiefly a defence of his own 
policy of leaving the Irish church untouched until 
now.—The late Nassau W. Senior, formerly Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy in the University of Ox- 
ford, had deeply considered what.is now the political 
question of the day in England, and two volumes, 
“Essays and Conversations on the State of Ireland,” 
will immediately appear. 

Dr. Mitman, who is Dean of that cathedral, is 
writing “Memorials of St. Paul’s” (London), as a 
companion to Dean Stanley’s recent work on West- 
minster Abbey. 

Tae London “ Publishers’ Circular” of April 15th 
says: “Mr. Hotten has just issued a tasteful 
volume by one of the best belles-lettres writers of 
America, Mr. Henry T. Tuckerman, entitled ‘The 
Collector: Essays on Books, Authors, Newspapers, 
Pictures, Inns, Doctors, Holidays, &c., with intro- 
duction by Dr. Doran.’” The compliment to the 
author is deserved, but why was the title altered ? 
This volume is a reprint of “The Criterion, or the 
Test of Talk about Familiar Things,” published by 
Hurd & Houghton, of New York.

Mr. Wittiam Tatiack is about to contribute his 
mite to Quaker literature by a volume with the 
Friends, and the Early 
Baptists,” wherein he is said to have traced, for the 
first time, the doctrine and the constitutionalism of 
Quakerism to the old-time Baptists. His forth- 
coming work is said to be the result of a special 
study of widely-scattered material, illustrating the 
personal character and private life of George Fox, 
and his influence on the religious life of his time. 


Tue Rev. Wharton B. Marriott has in the press 
an addition to the ritualistic literature of the day 
in the shape of a volume entitled “ Vestiarum 
Christianum,” the object of which is to trace the 
history of ecclesiastical costume from the apostolic 
age to the present time, by the monuments of 
literature and art. His work will be illustrated by 
photographs and plates from the most ancient 
Christian art and medieval church memorials. 
He has also in preparation a “ Critical Concordance 
of the Authorized English Version of the New 
Testament, compared with the Original Greek.” 


Tar Rev. William Barnes, author of “ Poems in 
the Dorset Dialect,” has lately published in Eng- 
land a volume of “ Poems of Rural Life in Common 
English,” which, if it does not add to his reputa- 
tion, will certainly not detract from it, containing, 
as it does, many admirable pictures of scenery, and 
charming touches of sentiment and passion. Mr. 
Barnes, however, writes best in the dialect of his 
birthplace, or incumbency—a dialect for which he 
has done as much as Burns did for his mother 
tongue. Mr. Barnes’s Dorsetshire poems were re- 
published here some three or four years since, or 
rather one series of them was republished by a 
Boston house, with no great success, we fear. 
Speaking of his last venture, which it compares 
with his earlier work, the “ Atheneum” says: 
“We have here his genuine and rare qualities ex- 
hibited, though not always in the highest degree. 
On the whole, the book is by no means one which 
lovers of descriptive poetry can afford to lose.” 


Str Epmunp Heap has recently edited a transla- 
tion of “Essays on the Political History of the 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth Centuries,’’ by M. Jules 
Van Pract, Secretary and Minister to the late King 
of the Belgians—a clever collection of papers, in 
which historical portraiture is alike prominent and 
excellent. The characters of Louis the Eleventh, 
Charles the Fifth, Philip the Second, and Richelieu 
are drawn with a masterly hand, especially that of 
Richelieu. “What distinguished his genius,” says 
M. Van Pract, “ w«s, that his audacity was tem- 
pered by rule and by reflection; the energy of 
enterprising spirit, and the activity of this suffering 
body, were governed by cool calculation and by 
reason. The union of qualities which he possessed 
—his mind at once indomitable and prudent, bold 
and watchful—justly places him very high in the 
admiration of the world as one among the men who 
have exercised most influence on the destinies of a 
great country.” 

Messrs. MACMILLAN announce an authorized edi- 
tion of Mr. Bright’s speeches, to be edited by Pro- 
fessor Thorold Rogers. 

A corresponpeENt of “John Bull’’ writes: “ Last 
Saturday, at a book-stall in the City Road, I lighted 
on an interesting relic of the poet Cowper—a copy 
of the Greek Testament presented to him by John 
Newton, of St. Mary Woolnoth. After the death of 
the poet it came into the possession of Mr. Johnson, 
cousin of Cowper, who in 1806 presented it to its 
late owner. For fourpence I was able to secure it, 
and to place it on my bookshelves.’’

The Myths of the New World; a Treatise on the 
Symbolism and Mythology of the Red Race of 
America. By Daniel G. Brinton, A. M., M. D. 
pp. viii., 307. New York: Leypoldt & Holt. 

Dr. Brinton’s volume is a welcome addition to 
our literature, and it shows what our scholars 
could do if they would devote themselves to some 
of the many interesting inquiries which specially 
appertain to the New World, instead of discussing 
anew the worn-out themes of literature. The 
author states that he has written the work more 
for the thoughtful general reader than the anti- 
quary, and he truly describes it as “a study of an 
obscure portion of the intellectual history of our 
species as exemplified in one of its varieties.” 

After a chapter of general considerations of the 

red race, we have a separate discussion in subse- 

quent chapters of the idea of God ; the origin and 
applications of the sacred number 4; the symbols 
of the bird and the serpent; the myths of water, 
| fire, and the thunder-storm; the supreme gods of 
the red race; the myths of the creation, the deluge, 
the epochs of nature, and the last day ; the origin 
| of man; the soul and its destiny; the native 
| priesthood ; the influence of the native religions on 
| the moral and social life of the race. This enume- 
|ration of subjects shows with what important 
themes the author is dealing. He discusses them 
in a broad, liberal spirit, as connected with the 
development of the race, rather than in the narrow 
| Style of a prosaic antiquarian. The book will not 
|only gratify and instruct the curious general 

reader, but it well merits the attention of the 
| moralist, metaphysician, and theologian. Leypoldt
